JEALOUSY OF EUROPE, 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 13.—The State De- 
partment has received reports from Consul 
Muson. at Basle, Switzerland. and Consul Stan- 
ton, in Barmen, Germany, which give additional 
intormauon as to the causes of the probibitory 
laws against American pork in Europe, and the 
real motivés for their @nactment. Consul Mason 
says: There prevails among ‘business men in 
Europe 4 feat that the protracted and heavy 
drain of gold from the Od World to the United 
States may eventually result in 4 serious dis- 
turbance of the monetary balance between the 
two hemispheres. Any probibitory énact- 
ment whieh may curtail the influénce of 
American products and compel the pple 
of Evropéan countries to purchase their sup- 
plies from home producers is regarded as part 
of a wise and self-protective policy.

STATE OF THE TRADE.

New York, April 13.—The coal companies of 
this city seem to be unanimous in their belief 
that there will be a fair demand for coal this 
season, and one agent says the consumption this 
year will exceed that of last year by about 2,000,- 


000 tons. This belief is based on the fact that 


the market is bare of coal, and some of the rep- 


resentatives are of the opinion that purchasers 
or middlemen labor under the erroneous idea 


that there is to be a break in the market, and 
are holding off in consequence, while other 


agents look upon the present dullness 
in trade as being the result of consumers not 
having yet settied in their places of abode or 
business, and, of course, not laying in any stock 
for winter. No serious change in prices is ex- 
pected, as during the last season, from August 
to April,a uniform price was maintained, and 


was only lowered this month as an inducement 
tor dealers to lay in stocks and gain an advan- 
tage larger than the mere interest for money 
invested. 
THIS REDUCTION 

has had only a very slight, if any, effect on 
sales. It is said positively that the prices are 
now the lowest they will reach this year, 


and by July will be advanced, aithough not to 
such anextent as to make any serious differ- 
ence tothe ordinary consumer. The coal com- 
panies are all working harmoniously together, 
and will only mine sufficient coal to meet the 
demand. so that the 7 taken out of the 
earth will really be on the way to the purchaser, 
and cause no accumulation of stock. Although 
the mines are only working half time, the pro- 
duction is 70 per cent of the usual six 8 
work, as the result ot one week's labor is cleared 
away when the next begins, and the men can 
therefore work free from obstructions.

DURING THE PAST WEEE. 

New York, April a. — From the Public: Ex- 
changes for the week ending Apeil 9 certainly 
do not indicate that business is either prostrated 
or dull. It is necessary, constantly, to remem- 
ber that comparisons are now made with a period 
of phenomena! and unprecedented activity last 
year, when all kinds of business, both legitimate 
and speculative, were extraordinarily active, 
when prices were at the top, and when the gain 
in exchanges in comparison with the previous 
year ranged from 70 to 90 per cent. Any increase 
whatever this year in view of these circumstances 
is remarkable, especially as business bas been 
retarded by extraordinary weather, while prices 
are at a much lower level than that of one year 
ago, yet the exchanges continue to exceed 
those of the corresponding week of last year at 
nearly every city, and ut a majority of the cities 
the increase is mage than 10 percent.

A meeting of conductors and driversof the 
North Side Street-Railway Company was held 
at midnight last night in Schuster's Hall, corner 
of Lincoln and Webster avenues. Mr. Charies 
Xandry, a conductor ot the Webster avenue line, 
was unanimously elected Chairman. He said 
that they had come together for the purpose of 
preparing a petition for an increase of wages, 
necessitated by the advance in cost of living. 

On motion of Mr. J. O'Connell, all except rail- 
way employés and press representatives were 
excluded. Mr. W. A. Webb. conductor on the 
Webster avenue line, was chosen Secretary. 
Ar. William H. Woodward moved that every 
one present be called u to walk 
up to the front and sign the „ motion

the attendance of men employed on the late 


During the recess Tun Trisunz reporter 
talked with a numberof the conductors and 


drivers in regard to wages, hours ot work, and 
regulations. The work on the North Side dif- 
fers materially from that on either the West 
or Soutm Side. In the North Division 
there are three classes of men, known as day 
men, “set men,” and “trippers.” The first 
class now receive $2 per day and the others 
$1.75 for conductors, and $1.62% for drivers. 
Over 300 are employed in all. The 
day men work from 6 a. m. 
to 7 p. m.; the set men relieve the others 
during the hours of heaviest traffic, and the 
“trippers” make two trips in the morning, one 
at noon, and five at night. A duy’s work means 
eight, nine, or ten trips; the time occupied to 
each 1 being seventy-two winutes on the 
Larabee line and eighty-four minutes on each 
of the others.

Having stolen up to the 
Unien encampments unperceived at the 
break of day, and then with a yell made a 
rush upon our fellows, who were engaged at 
the moment cooking their breakfasts, they 
fully reckoned upon putting the whole force to 
flight, stampeding it, and capturing the entire 
outfit at the river, except the few that might 
milllage to get across to the other side. But 
our surprised fellows, although caught 
napping, threw themselves together, stood to 
their guns, and made 10,000 Rebels bite the dust 
before the sun went down. We have always 
believed that if Lew Wallace’s division of 8,000 
men had gotten on the field any time before 
2 p. m. that day the Rebel advance would have 
been completely checked, and they would 
have stood whipped when night came. 
Wallace’s failure to get up left our lines too 
weak to fully arrest the momentum of the 
Rebel push and pressure. It was the most 
desperate battle of the War by green troops 
on oth sides; it was the first fight of 
three-quarters of all the men engaged on 
both sides. There was no harder or bloodier 
fighting at Waterloo. 


Tue new liquor bill in Wisconsin, which 
fines any man $5 who treats his friend, while 
it works some inconvenience upon the score 
of friendship, is secretly regarded with 
pleasure by the moderate drinker from 
another point of view. Every saloon is in- 
fested by gangs of loafers waiting to be treat- 
ed. Thatis their avocation. They instantly 
confront every man whe goes in to get a 
drink with expressions of thirst and 
temper that argue trouble if the vis 
itor does not invite them up. No 
one has ever been known to resist their 
silent but forcible entreaty. It is a situation 
where prudence is the better part of valor. 
A man might as well attempt to eat a meal 
in the presence of a crowd of hungry tigers 
with impunity as to drink alone in the pres- 
ence of these thirsty saloon-loafers. The 
situation has changed now. He has an ex- 
cuse for omitting the customary invitation: 
“Well, boys, what shall it be?” He can 
now throw himself back upon his duties as 
a citizen, the necessity for observance of 
the law, his disinclination to encounter the 
police and subject himself to arrest and pun- 
ishment, and his unwillingness to drag them 
up as witnesses and have them perjure them- 
selves by swearing he has not treated them. 
From this point of view, as well as from 
many others,—it might be added from every 
point, for treating is one of the worst curses 
of the habit of drinking,—the new law is 
working wellin our neighbor State. Why 
not give it a trial in our own? 

PUBLIC BUSINESS IN THE SENATE. 

We stated yesterday the justification urged 
by those who aré maintaining the deadlock 
at Washington for refusing to act upon or 
even to hold a session of the Senate to con- 
sider the nominations made by the President 
and now pending before that body. Of course, 
the Literary Bureau in the service of the lead- 
ers who insist on this line of action in the Sen- 
ate is furnishing the correspondents with 
special defenses of the very evident con- 
tempt shown to the President and the open 
disregard of duty to the country. One of 
these correspondents thus inspired furnishes 
his paper—the New York Herald—with the 
following: 


it is a mistake to regard the trouble in the 
Senate as a mere vulgar piece of office-grabbing. 
It means a great deal more than this, and that 
it should mean more is a curious proof of the 
condition of “gpustable equilibriem into which 
the politics of the Southern States have falten. 
Southeru Senators acknowledge that they main- 
tain the deadlock because the election of Mr. 
Riddieberger would p ty sive Virginia this 
fall to a coalition of the Mahone Independetits, 
and the Northern Republican Senators in their 
turn say mean Mahone to carry Vir- 
ginia this fall, and that to enable him to achieve 
that it is necessary to show the Virginia lude- 
pendents that the Republicans will stand by 
them to the last. 


To this it is added that the election of Rid- 
dleberger as Sergeant-at-Arms will arouse in 
all parts of the Southern States a spirit of re- 
sistance to Bourbonism, which will result 
extensively in the destruction of the Solid” 
South and the building up in that section of a 
strong Republican party! We freely admit 
that this end is worthy of almost any effort 
which the Republicans in the Senate may 
consistently and properly make. But why 
cannot the attempt to elect Riddleberger be 
deferred until the nominations before the Sen- 
ate are disposed of? Why will it be more 
fatal to Bourbonism in the South to push 
Riddleberger before the President’s appoint- 
ments are considered then after that is done ? 
The Literary Bureau has not answered these 
conundrums, 

The President communicated a large num- 
ber of executive appointments fully four 
weeks ago, and repeatedly since then has 
sent others, all of which lie unacted on upon 
the Senate table. These appointments are to 
fill vacancies caused by resignation and by 
the expiration of official terms. There is a 
vacancy in the Supreme Court which re- 
quires to be filled in order to enable that 

‘Court to attend to business. There are but 
five Judges out of a court of nine able to sit 
in court, and this bare quorum is actually 
compelled to adjourn whenever one of the 
Judges is ill or otherwise unable to attend. 
Here is another case stated in the papers: 


For severai weeks the office of United States 
Marshal in the District of Columbia has been 
vacant by the expiration of the commission of 
F. Dougiass, which vacancy has seriously inter- 
fered with the business of the Courts. Suits 
may be entered, but if summary process is re- 
quired there is no way to ex<cute the writs. In 
regard to jail business it is comparatively easy 
to send a prisoner there, but as there is no Mar- 
shai to sign a release it is not so easy to get pris- 
oners out. re are no officers tosummon wit- 
nesses. The consequence of ail this is that the 
wheels of the law as regards the Criminal Court 
are cl . are many prisoners in jail 
anxious for atrial, and some who propose to 
plead guilty. Some are under Police-Court sen- 
tence and desire to appeal, but just how to get 
out, if they conclude to appeal, is a question not 
easy of solution until a Marshal is appvinted. 


The office of Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs is also vacant, The nomination of Mr. 
Price to fill the place lies on the table in the 
Senate, aid the Indian Department is 
paralyzed for the want of an officer to sign 
the papers issuing from the office. There 
are, perhaps, 250 offices practically vacant in 
the judicial, revenue, and other branches of 
the public service, for whieh the President 
has made nomihations, but on which the Sen- 
ate refuses to take any action. As the busi- 
ness for which the Senate was convened is 
to consider the executive messages which 
the President may communicate, this refusal 
to aet on his nominations is a wanton disre- 
gard of public duty. 

Now, admitting all that has been said as to 
the desirability of enabling Senator Mahone 
te revolutionize Virginia, and thus inspire 
other Mahones in other Southern States to 
break down the compact organization of the 
Bourbons, we stiggest that the success of 
Mahone can in no possible sense be pro- 
moted by a refusal of the Senate to act on 
the President's nominations. Certainly 
those persons in Virginia who are expected 
to abandon the Democratic organization do 
not make it a condition that the Senate shall 
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preme Court, or the Marshals of sen- 
eral States, or Collectors of Revenue 
be postponed indefinitly until Riddleberger 
be made doorkeeper of the Senate? How 
are Riddleberger’s chances for the offiee to 
be weakened by the Senate confirming a Mar- 
shal for the State of IIlinols, or a Marshal for 
the District of Columbia, or a Justice for the 
Supreme Court? Does the success of Ma- 
hone’s revolution in Virginia, and the suc- 
cess of the promised revolutions in Missis- 
sippi, Alabama, Georgia, and other States, 
depend upon Riddleberger's election as Ser- 
geant-at-Arms before the President's nomi- 
nations for all other offices in the military, 
naval, diplomatic. revenue, and judicial 
branches of the Government are contirmed ? 
If this be asserted, then the country will be 
glad to know the reason why. It will be 
glad to know where is the connection be- 
tween Riddleberger and his office and the 
Senate’s disregard of its duty to the country. 

Is it a confession that Mahone’s entirg 
political future and that the emancipation of 
Virginia from Bourbon rule depend not on 
the justice of the cause, nor even on Riddle- 
berger’s election as Sergeant-at-Arms of the 
Senate, but upon the sole point that he shall 
be eleeted before the Administration shall be 
permitted to fill any vacancy in any branch 
of the public service? To confess to sucha 
condition of affairs as this is to cornfessto a 
moral or political weakness on the part of 
the Senate which is not encouraging to the 
country nor creditable to the Republican 
party. 

The duty of the Senate is to act immediate- 
ly upon the President’s nominations; that 
will notinterfere with Riddleberger’s chances 
of election. The canvass for that office can 
go along juat as well if the Senate consider 
the President’s messages as it does now. 
Postponing executive business will not ex- 
pedite the election of Riddleberger, nor ald 
Senator Mahone in his revolution in Virginia. 


Let the Senate do its duty to the country, 


and that is the most certain way to break 
down Bourbonism. 


A CONSPICUOUS MARTYR TO PRINCIPLE. 

“ When a woman will, she will, you may 
depend on’t, and when she won't, she won't. 
and there's an end on't.“ It is not often that 
a woman gains her end by suicide, except 
physically speaking, but Miss Maria Horner, 
of Mapleville, III., as we see by a paragraph 
floating about in the neWspapers, is one of 
this kind. Suicide is not a very cheerful 
way of accomplishing one’s purpose, but it 
has the merit of being effectual, and, ordinarily 
speaking, it must be a very important pur- 
pose that warrants the resort to such a 
desperate remedy. Of course there are ex- 
ceptions. Men and women have committed 
suicide for very frivolous reasons. Boys of ten- 
der age have juinped into the life to come be- 
cause they have been ordered to stay at home 
and do chores when they wanted to go to the 
circus. Young maidens have taken cold 
poison because of the indifference of some 
Adonis for whom they have pined, after the 
conventional manner of the heroines of cheap 
novels. Even grown-up people, who were 
old enough to know better, have put them- 
selves ott of the world. and exhausted their 
ingenuity in so doing, for the most trivial 
of reasons, while many without any 
reason at all have blown oft their brains or 
cut their throats and left highly sentimental 
letters behind them merely for the sake of 
making a sensation in the newspapers. But 
of all reasons that ever actuated the 
shuffling off the mortal coil, Miss Maria 
Horner’s was the most extraordinary. Miss 
Maria Horner was visiting at her brother's 
house, and in defiance of the regulations of 
the house seldom made her appearance in 
the morning until after breakfast had been 
eaten by all the rest of the family, which 
sadly annoyed these early risers and kept the 
servant continually disgruntled. Lying 
abed mornings as long as she wished seems 
to have been her only failing, if this delignt- 
ful habitcan be cailed a failing. Consid- 
ered from sentimental as well as esthetic 
standpoints, the privilege of lying in bed 
mornings is a luxury In comparison with 
which most of the so-called luxuries of life 
are petty and inconsequential. More non- 
sense of the didactic sort has been 
talked and written about early rising 
than about any other habit of life. If 
the majority of mankind were to speak 
their real feelings they would say with 
one accord that of all the small de- 
ceptions practiced upon them in early 
youth nove are more to be condemned 
than the alluring baits of health, the glowing 


wisdom, not to mention the spectacular pan- 
oramas of sunrises, singing of birds, coolness 
of the morning air, unfolding of flowers, 
and the questionable proceeding of the early 
bird in devouring the early-rising worm, that 
have been held out to them as inducements. 
They may not have felt it then, but they 
know in later years that had the worm re- 
mained in bed he would never have been 
caught. Miss Maria Horner asserted her 
rights and resolutely remained in bed, un- 
conscious of the sun streaking the Orient 
with gold and crimson and kissing the hill- 
tops with lips of fire, disdainful of the spar- 
rows chirping in the eaves, paying no atten- 
tion to the first bell, but turning over for 
another nap, paying no attention even to the 
second bell, except to execrate it as a dis- 
turber, only rising when she no longer de- 
sired to remain in bed, and then 
making her toilet and emerging from 
the small fripperies of the night’s environ- 
ment without unnecessary haste. Her 
brother was an early riser, evidently one of 
that unenviable class who awake at the first 
summons, full panoplied for the day’s work, 
with all the faculties wide awake, and never 
know the delicious luxury of rolling over 
into a new place and going to sleep again. 
Being of this habit, he remonstrated with 
Maria Horner and informed her that she 
must get up in time for breakfast. There- 
upon Maria Horner waxed wroth. We have 
no reports of the conversation nor of the 
arguments that Maria Horner brought up to 
sustain her point, but she must have been 
worsted, because it is related that she 
went about the house pouting all 
day. Women who have gained their 
ends never pout. They exult or they 
smile condescendingly upon the weaker 
vessel. It is also evident that Maria Rccnas 
was convinced that if she remained in the 
house another day she would have to rise 
with the first bell, and descend with the 
second, because she left the house that very 
afternoon. She was @etermined, however, 
to assert her right. She had been temporari- 
ly thwarted in the execution of her purposes, 
but she had not yielded her principles. Prin- 
ciples are immortal, unless they ate political, 
their staying qualities in such a case depend- 
ing largely upon the financial aspects of op- 
portunities. She went to her father’s house, 
and that night ordered her sister out of her 
room, saying that she proposed to show them 
how long she could stay in bed. She did not 
rise the next morning for the first 
bell, or the second bell, nor would 
she have arisen ha@ there been ten thousand 
bells. Nor wilt she arise until Gabriel blows 
his trumpet, and perhaps her obstinacy will 
keep her under then. It is a long. long nap, 
but that is little to Maria Horner. She has 
carried her point. She has shown that there 
is oné woman in the world who ean sleep as

THE HUMILIATION OF PERU. 

There is no instance In all history of u 
more complete subjugation of a country and 
of more crushing terms of peace than those 
Which have been dictated to Peru by Chili 
and aceepted by her. It does not temper the 
humiliation that Peru was the aggressor at 
first and deserved punishment. Ample pun- 
isiment was inflicted long before the 
Chilians entered a. The latter were 
victorious in almost every battle, by sea and 
land, and when Peru lay at their mercy they 
then entered upon a war of conquest. They 
looted and sacked every city they occupied. 
They drove off her funcuonaries: They mur- 
dered peaceful citizens. They destroyed 
public buildings, They robbed and plun- 
dered in every direction. The army of Chilli, 
which had certainly shown at the outset 
military qualities which commended it to the 
adiniration of the world, soon resolved itself 
into a gang of banditti and murderous high- 
waymen. Then they imposed terms of peace 
that show they are determined to completel 
crush out Peru and forever prevent 
her from becoming again a prosper- 
ous or powerful State. And these 
terms of peace are imposed at a time when 
Peru’s treasury is bankrupt and Industry of 
every kind is paralyzed. The conditions of 
peace which Peru has been compelled to ae- 
cept involve: First, the cession of Antofagas- 
ta, Jarapaca, and Tucna, her three most val- 
uable seaports. Second, Indemnity for war 
expenses in full, ineluding salaries of the 
army and the standing army which Chili in- 
tends to maintain in Peru, payment for ships 
and ironclads destroyed in the war, and, be- 
sides thts, indemnification for Chilians who 
have been expelled from Peru and Bolivia. 
The cash indemnity alone is $30,000,000, of 
which Peru has to assume $20,000,000, Mean- 
while Chili is to oecupy Callao and work the 
guano deposits and the copper and saltpetre 
mines until the payment df the indemnity is 
made. After that the guano extraction is to 
be principally conducted in favor of Chili, 
Peru receiving but a small moiety. In 
the third place, Chilian products are 
to be received upon terms of the 
most favored nations. Fourth, Peru and 
Bolivia are to be consolidated. Fifth, and 
most humiliating of all, Peru is not to fortify 
her ports for fifty years and to raise no army 
or navy for forty years. This places Peru 
completely at the mercy of Chill and ends 
her career as an independent State. Shé is 
substantially a Chillan province, and both 
Peru and Bolivia are to all purposes blotted 
out from the map. The Peruvians might as 
well hand over their entire country to Chili 
and tell her to takeit and manage it. It would 
be more economical, less arduous, and less 
bumiliating than her present relations. Crush- 
ing as they are, Peru has organized a Pro- 
visional Government and set herself reso- 
lutely at work to meet them, and her patri- 
otic people have already tendered a loan 
of the indemnity. The indemnity demanded 
of Franee by Germany was 
ered an extraomnary one, and the 
French people have been commended 
for the equally extraordinary man- 
ner in which they paid it. But in proportion 
to population and resources it was a small 
matter as conipared with the indemnity ex- 
acted from Peru, ner was France stripped of 
herarmy and navy; shorn of all her power, 
deprived of her most valuable seaports, or 
exposed to the humiliation of a standing 
German army within her borders. If Peru 
ever gets upon her feet again she will be the 
admiration of the world. 


WASHINGTON SOCIETY. 

Mahone has become so tiresome a subject 
and the deadlock in the Senate so monoto- 
nous that the Washington correspondents 
have largely turned their attention to social 
matters, and have sought to make a sensa- 
tion out of certain points of etiquet. This 
Will de a failure. Washington society is not 
very interesting, even to the people who are 


a part thereof, and it certainly has not inter- 
visions of wealth, the specious promises of 


est enough to spread abroad throughout the 
country. It is made up mostly of shams. 
Questions of precedence and formality are so 
absorbing as to exclude all the ideas of en- 
joyment in social intercourse which prevail 
elsewhere. The man or woman who aspires 
to take a leading position in Washington so- 
ciety, or even one who strives to keep up the 
social duties that attach to certain official 
places, becomes a slave. The wife of the 
| President is regarded as a person who 
must hold herself in readiness to be 
called upon at all hours, under all 
circumstances, and by all classes of people. 
It appears that the present mistress of the 
White House, who is a woman of culture, 
given to reading and fond of a quiet life, has 
taken the liberty of declining to receive cards 
at certain hours or on certain days, and she 
has already been called to aceount by certain 
newspaper correspondents. One of the 
principal reasons given by a prominent pub- 
lic man for refusing a proffered place in the 
Cabinet was iis consideration for his wife’s 
health and anxiety lest the social obligations 
should be too severe a-strain upon her con- 
stitution. Mrs. Blaine, it is reported, has in- 
augurated a new régime,—called by some of 
the Washington correspondents “ uncivil re- 
form,“ — whereby the wives of the Cabinet 
Oflicers shall be relieved of the duty of 
returning calls. This departure is about 
as absurd as was the previous rule re- 
quiring the ‘ladies of the Cabinet” to 
return all calls. There seems to be no good 
reason why the accidental removal of a fam- 
ily from Podunk to Washington, because the 
head of the house has been chosen to some 
Government position, should create a revolu- 
tion in its soeial status. It is unreasgnable 
to expect that public men shall make slaves 
of their wives because they themselves un- 
dertake to serve the people in Some official 
capacity. On the other hand, it is ridiculous 
for the wives of public men in this country 
to set up for aristocracy because their hus- 
bands happen to be chosen to public place. 
The “ popular will,” under the influence of 
the caucus and the machine, cannot always 
be trusted to select men who are eminently 
fitted for public distinction; the same uncer- 
tain factor can hardly be trusted to designate 
the social aristocracy of the country by their 
choice of public servants. The trouble with 
Washingtom society is not merely that 
there is too much show, but too little inde- 
pendence and too little home life. Why 
shouldn’t the wives of Cabinet officers, like 
the wives of other citizens, return such calls 
as they desire to return, and omit those 
which they do not care to recognize? Why 
should there be a rule requiring the wives of 
Cabinet Ministers to make first calls upon 
the wives of new Senators? Why should 
not the wife of the President of the United 
States exereise the right of the aumblest 
woman in the land to den herself to visitors

ENGLAND'S VOLUNTEER SERVICE 

„A military writer in the United Service 
Magazine, in criticising the volunteer serv- 
ice of England, conveys some interesting in- 
formation concerning that branch of En- 
gland's power which is not generally known. 
The organization of the volunteer forees 
was the result of the fear of French inva- 
sion 10718, when the relations between the 
two Powers were strained to that point that 
war seemed inevitable. It was in November 
of that year that the Government gave its 
consent for the formation of a volunteer 
army, and in a few days nearly a hundred 
thousand men were under arms, and were 
speedily drilled. Since that time the force 
has grown rapidly. Ina year it swelled to 
177,000 men, and now there are 200,000 well- 
drilled men in the volunteer ranks, who, by 
regular target service, have become ex- 
perienced and skillful marksmen. Ac- 
cording to the writer to whom we 
have referred, the Government sup 
piles each battalion with an Adſu- 
tant, Sergeant-Major, Drill-Instruetor, Mus- 
ketry-Instructor, and Armorer. all of 
whom are regulars. They are inspected 
yearly by regular officers, and, upon certifi- 
cates, each battalion receives $5 for every 
nan who is up in drill and 10 shillings for 
each extra-efficient, the test being his marks- 
manship. All the other expenses are met by 
the volunteers themselves. They pay for 
their uniforms and for their ammunition, ex- 
cept the conventional sixty rounds of ball- 
cartridge for target practice, as well as for 
all their incidental expenses. Probably a 
million of dollars will cover the entire ex- 
pense of the Government for its home army 
of 200,000 nen, which auswers to the levies 
made by conseription on the Continent and 
excels them in soldiership, because they have 
the advantage of drill and acertain amount of 
Government inspection under the supervision 
of regular officers. They have never yet been 
called into active service and probably never 
will, except In case of invasion, which is a 
very distant contingency, chen they would 
be utilized as a home guard behind the 
ranks of the regular army. The writer in 
question does not place a very high estimate 
upon their efficiency, for the reason that 
their discipline is not kept up, and they are 
crude and raw, but the same objection might 
have been urged against our own volunteers 
at the outbreak of the War ot the Rebellion. 
It does not take very long to mold men into 
shape and .teach them to fight who are pa- 
triotic and in earnest. It was not very long 
before our volunteers went into battle with 
all the steadiness of regulars. There is no 
reason to suppose that English courage is 
inferiof to our own.

International Measures Against Inter- 
national Oonspirators. 

When, eight years ago, Spain made the 
proposition to the Great Powers for united ac- 
tion and aggressive movements against all in- 
ternational conspirators, Russia declined, point 
blank. to be one of the parties. Little did she 
think then how soon she would appear before 
the Powers as a petitioner herself reiterating 


‘the same propositions which a few years ago 


she refused to acvept when offered by little 
Spain. lu consequence of several attempts to 
take the life of the Emperor of Germany, 
Russia's prayer has found a willing ear in Ber- 
lin, where thé Reichstag has already adopted a 
resolution, with only three dissenting votes, 
asking the Government to use its influence with 
the other Powers fur united action against 
the abuse of the right of asylum 
granted by certain States to  Nihil- 
ists, regicides, and conspirators in 
generel. The Berliner National Zeitung asserts 
(and its assertion has not been contradicted) 
that Bismarck proposes to open negotiations 
with all other Goveroments for a suitable change 
and revision of existing treaties governing the 
extradition of murderers. Russia has cause to 
feel gratified at thf’ prompt action on the part 
of Germany. Whether or not the other European 
Cabinets will go as far as Germany would 
per be willme to go is immateriai for the 
. This much, however, is certain: that 
the feelings and views predominating in all of 
the European Cabinets are more or less favorable 
to the measures proposed by Russia and Ger- 
many. Although in France the fear of the 
Communards and Heds has considerably 
subsided, those of their leaders who 
were released from captivity and deporta- 
tion by amnesty, afterwards réturning to 
Paris, will see to it that this fear will not en- 
tirely die out. The French Government and 
Chamber of Deputies have shown by their con- 
duct since the assassination of the Caar that they 
are anxious to secure Russia's triendship. 
While one year ago France flatly refused to de- 
liver the Nibilist Hartmann to Russia, she is do- 
ing now all in ber power to correct her mis- 
take (?) by her proceedings against all news- 
papers which are exultart in their articles 
over the murder of the Czar. England. exposed 
to the never-resting agitation of the Land 
League, has already found it 
to introduce excepuonal laws for Ireland.

The House then discharged the order of bills 
on second reading. and took up those on third. 

A bill introduced by Pearson, of Madison, to 
appropriate $250, the balance of salary due A.

M’WILLIAMS’ POOL BILL. 

The next bill on the list was what is known as 
the McWilliams’ Anti-Pooling bill—the one 
measuresof this session on which the railroad re- 
formors of the House have set their hearts. In 
ts amended shape, as it came up on third read- 
ing, the bill was as follows: 

A Bi for an act to prevent incorporated rail- 
road companies, or the lessees of such compa- 
nies, or any copartnership owning or operating 
any railrord in whole or in part within this State, 
from receiving pay for services not rendered in 
the transportation of freight or pySsengera, 
within this State, and to prohibit a railroad 
company. or the lessees of any such company, or 
any copartnership operating any railroad line, in 
whole or in part in this State, from pooling or 
dividing their earnings for freight or passenger 
traflic, within this State, and to provide a punish- 
ment for such offenses, a mode of procedure, 
and rules of evidence in such cases. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted, etc.. That it shall be 
unlawful for any incorporated railroad com- 
pany, or the lessee of any such company, or any 
copartnersbip operating or running apy line of 
railroad, in whole or in part within this State, 
either directly or indirectly, to receive any 
money or other valuable considerations, on ac- 
count of any passengers or freight not actualy 
transported over their line or lines in this State 
by them so operated. 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any incor- 
porated railroad company, or the lessee of any 
such company, or any copartnership controlling 
or operating any line or lines of railroad, in 
whole or in part within this State, either di- 
revtly or indirectly, in this State or out of it, to 
divide its earnings made in this State, either 
from freight or passenger traffic, or todo what 
is commonly known as“ pooling” its earnings 
with any other incorporated company, or with 
the lessees of any such company, or with any 
copartnership operating any line or lines of 
railroads, wholly or in part within the State of 
Jilinois. 7 

Sec. 3. Any incorporated railroad company, 
or lessee or copartnership, who shall hereafter 
violate the provisions of the first section of this 
act, shall forfeit and pay the sum of one thou- 
sand dollars penalty for each violation. And 
any such company or companies who may vio- 
late the second section, by any arrangement or 
practice, in violation of the same, shali forfeit 
and pay the sum of three thousand dollars 
for each day or part ot a day which they shall 
pool or divide their carnings, as hereinbefore 
prohibited. 

Sec. 4. The penalties hereinbefore provided 
for may be recovered in an action of debt, in 
the name of the people of the State of LIilinois, 
or in the instances hereinafter mentioned in an 


¢ action of debt. in the name of the people of the 


State of Illinois, to the use of the person — 
Sec. 5. If any credible person shall lodge wit 
any one of the Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners of this State a written statement 
that either of the first two sections of this act 
have been violated, at any place, either within 
or without this State, describing sufficiently the 
parties who have violated the same, it shall be 
the duty of said Commissioners to institute suit 
in the Courts of this State against the companies 
so charged for the recovery of the penalty or 
penalties provided by Sec. 3 of this act, 
within sixty days from the receipt of such no- 
tice, notifying the complaining party. of such 
action, and such Commissioners shall also notify 
the Attorney-General of all such suits, and may 
employ such other and additional counsel as 
they deem necessary to protect fully the inter- 
ests of the State; and such suit shall de in no 
event dismissed or the prosecution discontinued 
except on the joint consent ot the Commission- 
ers and the Attorney-General. The penalty, 
when recovered, shall be paid, less reasonable 
attorney's fees, to be determined by the Court 
trying the cause, to the scbool fund ot the 

county in which the suit was instituted. 

Sec. 6. In case the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners shall fail to bring suit for viola- 
tions of Secs. 1 and 2 for more than sixty days 
after huving received notice, as hereinbefore 

rovided, then any person may, upon giving 

nds for costs, bring suit for the peualties pre- 
scribed by Sec. 3 of this act; and in this instance 
the penalty, when recovered, shall be paid, one 
half to the person complainmg and the re- 
mainder into the general fund of the county in 
which the suit was instituted. 

Sec. 7. In prosecutions for violations of this 
act depositions may be taken as iu ordinary 
actions at law or in chancery. The notice to 
take depositions on behalf of the pfsecution 
may be signed by the Attorney-General or any 
one of the Railroad or Warehouse Commission, 
or any attorney employed by them, or by any 
attorney for the prosecution, or in case the 
prosecution shall be im the nature of a qui tam 
action. then by the person suing or his attorney; 
and in trials a preponderance of evidence shall 
be sufficient to convict or acquit. 

Sec. 8 In prosecutions against any railroad 
company, lessees of such, or copartnership for 
any violation of this act, the suit shall not abate 
or be continued because the company or com- 
panies, lessees, or copartnership charged with 
such violation, or the companies or parties with 
whom it shall be alleged that they have unlaw- 
full’ divided their earnings, or from whom they 
have unlawfully received compensation for 
services not actually performed, or either or any 
of such companies or lesseesor copartnerships 
shall not be correctly described in style or num- 
ber: provided, that at least one of the said com- 
— described in such declaration as having 

n @ party to such division. or pooling, or 
charged with receiving unlawful compensation, 
shall be correctly or truly described and proven 
to be guilty of such offense as alleged. 

SEC. ¥. Suits for the violation of this act may 
be instituted in any county of this State, where 
service may be had, as provided by the laws of 
this State concerning service on corporations 
in suits of law. 

Ludington, of De Witt, opened the ball in fa- 
vor of the bill, which, as he put it, proposed to 
bring the railroads nearer to the people and 
their patrons, and to let in competition. The 
plea of the railroads was that their interest 
could be better protected by combining, and 
consolidating, and forming one grand pool for 
all their earnings, thus depriving the people of 
competition. No one had been able to penetrate 
or break down the monopoly. Railroads were 
public highways, free to all for the transporta- 
tion of persons and property under such regula- 
tions as might be prescribed by law. The bill 

STRUCK AT THE ROOT OF THE MATTER, 
and sought to right the wrong. The present 
consoliaation of powers and capital in the hands 
of a few individuals Was dangerous to the pev- 
ple, seeking as they did to control the legisia- 
tion and judicial powers of the land. Freights 
in Iilinois had increased fully 15 per cent, the 
direct result of pooling. The people had sub- 
scribed aid to build the railroads in the 
very hope of thereby obtaining competition. 
and, after they had dune this, the roads turned 
in and pooled their earnings and practically de- 
stroyed all prospect of competition. In this con- 
nection the gentlemen fished out of the Audi- 
tor’s report an array of statistics showing the 


outstanding railroad indebtedness of the several ® 


counties in Illinois, arranged in Congressional 
districts, from which it appears that some 
eighty-two counties had been stuck to the tune 
of over $16,000,000. The people who had given 
these bonds, and were stili paying interest on 
them, were now asking the Legislature to pass 
this bill and give them

but there seemed to be no hope of this. In 
conclusion, the gentleman remarked that mem- 
bers might frame excuses for voting against the 
bill, but it would not be so easy a matter to ex- 
cuse themselves to their constituents on their 
return bome. 

Gregg, of Saline, opposed the bill for several 
reasons. In the first place. it was wrong in 
principie, and an unwarranted interference on 
the part of the law+making power with the 
rights of corporations: There were enough 
laws on the books now, if properly enforced, to 
prevent the railroads from 1 — extortionate 
rates or Precticing unjust discrimination. Again, 
the bill did not pretend to forbid the railroad 
companies from charging unjust rates. All that 
it did was to forbid making an agreement that 
— would not charge ucreasonably low rates 


GO INTO THE CUTTHROAT BUSINESS. 


In the next place, he was opposed to the bill be- 
cause it was one calculated to build up points at 
which there were railroad crossings at the ex- 
pense of the way stations. Competition at 
ae would work two ways: it wouid re- 
duce freight rates at the crossings, and 
persons living there could afford w give 
more for grain and produce than pegsons living 
atthe way stations, where there was no com- 
petition, and where to make a profit the roads 
must and would keep up stiff rates. Grain- 
buyers would go to crossings, which, in short, 
would get a monopoly of all business, while the 
way stations would suffer correspondingly. The 
cutting of rates in Saline County had practically 
worked in that way, large quantities of freight 
having been hauled from the small way stations 
to the county-seat, where there was a crossing. 
For one, he was not disposed to build up the 
crossings at the expense of the way stations, 
and tor this, as well as the other reason cited, 
he was opposed to the bill. 
MR. WILLIAMS, 
the author of the bill, divested himself of bis 
skull-cap, tore off his necktie and eollar, forti- 
tied himself behind a copy of the statutes and a 
glass of water, and pitched in. It was very ap- 
parent, he remarked, that any legislation in the 
wav of regulating railroads or other corpora- 
tions would be met by persistent opposi- 
tion. He had heard a good deal from 
the previous speake about principle, 
and ironically chara@erized his speech 
as an exhibition of the most unselfish and exait- 
ed devotion to principle that had ever come un- 
der his observation. Why was it that the rail- 
roads charged more from points beyond cross- 
ingsthan they did from the crossings them- 
seives? What lofty principle entered into an 
arrangement of that sort,—an arrangement 
which simply 
WIPED OUT COMPETITION ? 


The pooling system, in his opinion, was the most 
pernicious, ingenious, and dangerous method 
ever adopted for imposing upon the people 
comprising the industrial and productive classes. 
It created an antagonism bot ween lo- 
cal interest which was hurtful to 
the people, and placed them wholly 
at the mercy of the railroads. If the roads 
could pool at certain competing points, and then 
extend the pool ten miles each way, as they had 
done at Paxton, for instance, there was nothing 
to hinder their forming a grand blanket-pvol, 
covering the entire State, and crushing to the 
ground ber vast agricultural and productive in- 
terests. There was nothing whatever now ex- 
cept the nominal and out-of-date schedule of the 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners to re- 
strain them. The people had protested against 
such a state of affairs as permitted these great 
consolidations, which 
CRUSHED OUT HONEST COMPETITION, 

and bad inserted a clause in the Constitution 
which it was hoped would protect them. Sec. 11 
of Art. II distinctly prohibited a railroad com- 
pany from consolidating its stock, property, or 
franchise with any other owning a parallel or 
competing line; but the attempt to prevent con- 
solidation seemed to have resulted in facilitta- 
ing the establishment of pools. Every writer 
in common law, he assumed, had indicated pool- 
ing as a violation of the first principles of equi- 
ty, and, to sustain his position, he cited several 
authorities bearing ou the question. Everybody 
who voted against the bill would simply 
vote against the common law and in favor of a 
gigantic and dang@Grous aggregation of capital 
representin o agricultural interests of the 
country. e felt it his duty to unmask the 
matter andto array that interest against one 
which used it for 

PURPOSES OF PROFIT AND OPPRESSION, 
Without such a law as was proposed by his bill, 
the roads might cheat one locality to the injury 
of another and fix rates to suit themselves so 
long as they kept below the worn-out 
schedule of the Commissioners. A vote 
for the bill was a vote in favor of 
the doctrine of free competition. There bas not 
been much railroad legislation this session. said 
the gentieman from Montgomery, in winding 
up, and the agricultural interest now ask vou to 
throw this little sop to them. If you have any 
doubt on this subject it is your duty to give the 
benefit of that doubt in favorof this bill.—in 
favor of the agricultural community of Illinois, 
and aguinst the vast and crusbing aggregation 
of capital represented iu these corporations.

CHARLIE ROSS. 


The Famous Boy Now Appears at 
Laughton, Essex, England—Circum- 
stances of the Present Discovery. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 13.—A veritable 
trail for the recovery of the long-lost Charlie 

Ross is thought to have been discovered at last. 

Col. John W. Forney has received two letters,— 

one from G. W. Kingsbury and the other from 

Robert Benjamin Hugman, of London,—giving 

some information relative to the abduction. Mr. 

Hugman states that be observed a paragraph in 

a San Autonio, Tex., paper, of Feb. 7, to the 

effect that Charlie Ross had not yet been 

found. While he was under the impression 
that the child bad been returned to 
his parents, this notice recailed to the mind of 

Mr. Hugman a matter that had come under his 

observation previous to the Sthof February, 

while he and his family were residing at Laugh- 
top, Essex, twelve miles northeast of London. 

His two youngest children went to a school 

there, which was attended by a very pretty boy 

of about 9 years of age, who was cailed 

“George” by the woman with whom he 

lived, but who frequently said that his 

name ‘was Chariie Ross; that the woman 
was not his mother,and that he was brought 
over from America n a big ship. The boy 
ciaimed that his mother was a lady. Mr. Hug- 
man says that the boy answers to the descrip- 
tion of the lost Charley. and that he left the 
village some time ago, it was understood, with 
the intention of being sent home. Mr. Kings- 
bury vouches for the reliability of Mr. Hugman, 
and states that when he was stopping at 

Laugbton about a yoar ago he had his attention 

called to the boy, but paid no particular 

attention to the matter, as he supposed that the 

Philadelphia boy had been found.

During last summer engineers ot the Nelson 
River Railway Company surveyed a railway route 
between the Norway House, at the outiet of 
Lake Winnipeg, ano Fort Churchill, on Hudson's 
Bay, a distance of about 35v miles. The surveyed 
route follows Neilson River for a distance of 
nearly 100 miles over a level surface. Thence 
tuo Course of the river is through a broken, rocky 
country. witha descent of nearly 100 feet to a 
lower plateau, where the country again becomes 
level and ‘continues so to Hudson's Bay. Upon 
entering this rocky range the surveyed route 
leaves Netson River, taking a more northerly 
course toward the valiey of the Churchill River, 
which is reached at the entrance on the lower 
plateau, and continues to follow the course of 
the river to its outlet in Hudson's Bay. The 
estimated cost for building the road is $7,00a 
mite on the plateau and E. a mile through 
the rocky portion. makin, an average of $12,000 
per mile along the whole route. It is claimed 
that by this route it will be possible to trans 
grain from Saskatchewan Valley to Liverpooi for 
less than it will cost to curry it to Montreal by 
the proposed ruilway north of Lake Superior.

» SMALL- OX. 
THE DISEASE ELSEWHERE. 

From the reports received from all the large 
cities in the East it is very evident that small- 
pox is prevailing there to a large extent, and in 
more fatal form than in tnis vicinity. At St. 
Louis, though the fact is carefully suppressed 
by its newspapers, small-pox is more prevalent 
than in Chicago, and many deaths are reported 
to have occurred there from the disease recent- 
ly. The authorities in the East are exceedingly 
reckless how they ship emigrants West who 
have never been vaccinated, and who have been 
exposed to the contagion. The black or hem- 
orrhagic small-pox is of decidediy foreign 
origin, and is of the type prevalent in 
Russia, and Sil®sia, and certain other portions 
of Germany. This bas been imported into the 
Western States, and is far more fatal than either 
yellow- fever or cholera, since one hardly ever 
recovers from this form of the disease. If the 
Castle Garden authorities and the quarantine 
health officers in New York would attend to 
their business better, the people of this section 
and.the Far West would fare better. Attention 
is called to this fact in the hope that the author- 
ities of the City of New York will do something 
to remedy the evil. In Boston, at least, there is 
a fair attempt to protect the people of the West, 
aad New York should be compeiled to do the 
same.

TRICHIN Z. 
NUMEROUS HOGS EXAMINED WITHOUT FINDING 
ANY. 

When the trichine scare began to affect the 
pork market Dr. De Wolf, the Commissioner of 
Health, detailed Dr. Paton, the chemist of the 
Health Department, to make a series of micro- 
scopical examinations at the pork-packing es- 
tablishments,and to make a report upon not 
less than 100 cases. The job was by no means a 
small one, and some time ago Dr. Paton made a 
written report of the result of his examination 
of fifty-six different animals, in which he found 
no trace of the minute vermin. Dr. Paton 
made his headquarters at a Stock- Yards 


siaughtering establishment. Instead of 
slaughtering 17,000 bogs a day, they killed 
but about 2,000. and ran only forenoons. Still. 
thisnumber gave the Doctor ample facilities 
for his examinations, and the firm assisted him 
all they could. 

Yesterday Dr. Paton made a verbal report on 
the other forty-four cases, and the result was 
the same. From ail the evidence adduced, Dr. 
Paton has faithfully discharged histruat. He 
examined the mcats of at least 200 different an- 
imais, and,in some instances, took as many as 
twenty bits of the flesh from the same hog, in- 
cluding tendons, tenderloins, legs, in fact 
every part, yet he could tind 
in none the least trace of trichine. This is no 
refutation of the fact that trichinw sometimes 
exist in hog meats, but proves that such animal 
life is no more prevalent in pork than in other 
kinds of meat. Dr. DeWolf intended to make 
the reports public to-day, but it is well to give 
to the public tne facts. It bas been insisted all 
— that the scare was invented to bear the 
provision market, and the resuits of these very 
recent investigations go to prove it. Whatever 
else may be discovered, it is always wise for

ANTI-MONOPOLY. 
ORGANIZATION OF THE ILLINOIS BRANCH, 

A meeting of gentlemen was held yesterday 
afternoon at the Tremont House for the pur- 
pose of forming an Anti-Monopoly League. On 
motion, Mr. H. H. Waters was called to the 
chair. 

Mr. Bradley moved the Chair appoint a com- 
mittee to nominate permancnt officers for the 
Illinois branch of the National .Anti-Monopoly 
League. The motion prevailed, and Messrs. A. 
S. Bradley. O. 8. Favor, and Edwin Lee Brown 
were named as such committee.

The Chair suggested the engagement of some 
eompetent person to attend to correspondence, 
etc.

Mr. Srackett said the people of the Northwest 
were deeply interested ip this Subject, and that 
the objects of the Association should be made 
known throughout the Stato. The railroads 
were trying bard to get Stanley Matthews on the 
Supreme Bench in order to secure the reversal 
of what were known as the “Granger” de- 
cisions.

A. M. Bacon read her annual report of 
the Foreign Department. ‘The Socicty had fil- 
teen missionaries at work in foreign. lands, and 
reports from them were read, showing a very 
evcouraging state of affairs, There were two 
teachers in India, seven in Burmah, and six in 
China, and under the direction of the Society 
were thirty-four Bible-women, sixtecn schools, 
and 744 pupils. The report was accepted. 

Mrs. Eva Huntington Coon, of Michigan, 
formerly of this city, was made a life member 
of the Soviety by a general subscription, in con- 
sideration of which she presented the President 
with a erayon portrait of the late Dr. Oagood, 
her father, who was a missionary. 

Mrs. S. K. Leavitt, of Cincinnati, then read a 
paper on the outlook of the Society, referring 
to the large increase in the interest manifested 
in foreign mission work on an indication that 
its growth would be extensive. France was now 
open to them, and thus another fresh field was 
before them. .Other ladies followed Mrs. Leav- 
itt on this topic, and many valuabit sugges- 
tions were offered to the officers and committees 
as to their modes of operation in the future. 

The exercises of the afternoon were brought 
to a close by the remarks of several ladies who 
had bad experience in foreign missionary work, 
and they related many interesting stories of the 
hardships to be endured and the benetits to be 
reaped in this vast work. A supper was served 
vy the ladies of the First Church at the conclu- 
sion of the afternoon session. 

The exercises of the evening were opened 
shortly atter 8 o'clock, and there was a large as- 
semblage of ladies and gentlemen in the church. 
The Rev. A. A. Newhalland the Rev. C. F. Tal- 
man led the opening devotional exercises, and 
they were assisted by the choir of the First 
Church, who sang a number of bymns. 

The chief address of the evening was deliv- 
ered ty the Rev. W. F. Bainbridge, of Provi- 
dence, I. The reverend gentleman has waste 
a tour of the world lately, visiting the principal 
missions, and be gave an interesting description 
of the way in which they were conducted. 
In a graphic and =interesting speech 
be described incidents of bis journey, and 
told of many strange sights he bad seen in for- 
eign lands. The hardships of a missionary’s life 
were spoken of, but the speaker said be had al- 
ways been told by these workers for God's cause 
that their harvest fully repaid them for the 
trouble experienced in sowing the seed. Short 
addresses were made by the Rev. George C. 
Lorimer, pastor of the First Church, and by Mrs. 
Haswell. |} 

Mrs. 8. K. Leavitt, of Cincinnati, then took 
the platform and called for a collection of $300, 
She proved herself quite efficient as a solicitor, 
and succeeded in raising more than the amount 
desired. 

The Society then adjourned until this morning 
at 9 o'clock.

TIE PASSOVER. 

The Israelites are celebrating to-day the first 
day of Pesach (Passover), which is held to 
commemorate the exodus of the children of 
Israel from Egypt. This holiday continues for 


eight days, the first two and the last two being 


full holidays and the intermediate 
tour semi-holidays. According to the law. 
Israelites are not permitted during these 


eight days to eat leavened bread but should cat 
unleavened bread, a sort of thin, flat cracker 
made of wheat-flour and water called ma- 
zoth.” Nor are they permitted to eat or 
drink out of any vessels in which anything 
that was leavened had been used. The orthodox 
Israelites still rigidly observe these rules. Their 
houses are scrupulously cleaned previous to 
this holiday so that nothing of a leav- 
ened nature remains in or on them. 
The dishes and vessels ordinarily used are 
acked away and new ones used in their stead. 
either four nor bread, except such as is made 
from the prepared *“ Mazoth,”’ is used in the 
preparation of their meals. Another feature of 
this festival among the orthodox is the gather- 
ing of the various families around the 
festive board the two first evenings, and 
an impressive ceremony called sSedur“ is 
performed previous to, during, and 
after the partaking of the regular meal. The 
ceremony is very beautiful and impressive. 
The bead of the family clad ina whites shroud 
while reclining on a lounge relates to the mem- 
bers of the family in beautful songs and chants 
the history of the Exodus, and divides among 
them the unleavened bread and the bitter 
herbs, which the children of Israel 
had to eat when they escaped from 
Pharaoh's clutches. The ceremony concludes 
with the prediction that the Messiah is soon to 
come and that the children of israel will again 
be gathered together in the Holy Land. The 
liberal Israelites, however, who now form a 
majority of the race, no longer keep this 
ceremony, nor do they coutine themselves alto- 
gether to eating “mazos’”’ instead of 
bread during the eight days of Passover. 
ey eat maos to remind them of 
the holiday, but most of them use it in the shape 
of asandwiches, a piece of mazos between 
two pieces of bread. Services are held in all 
the synagogs both orthodox and liberal, 
veuings and mornings, during the first two and 
the last two days of the festival. Theservices 
and sermons of course relate to the great event 
which this festival commemorates: the Exodus 
of the children of Israel from Kgypt, their pas- 
sage through the Red Sea, and their wanderings 
through the desert for forty years.

His Trouble with the New York Cus- 
tom-House. 

The trouble Mr. A. F. Leopold, of Milwaukee, 
had in New York with the Custom-House offi- 
cers was detailed in THE TRIBUNE the other day, 
or rather the story of the officials was given. 
Mr. Leopold reached this city yesterday on his 
way home, and a reporter asked him for an ex- 
planation. 

“I can only make use of one expression.“ said 
he, “in connection with the customs authori- 
ties of New York. They area pack of thieves. 
larrived at New York Thursday in company 
with my wife from Europe. Previous to land- 
ing a customs ollicer approached me and asked 
me if my trunks contained anything 
dutiable. I told him that everythingin them 
was calculated simply for use in my family. 
When the trunks reached the dock they were 
opened, as is the custom, and in one of them, on 
top and in plain view, were some elegant silk 
dresses which I had had made up abroad for my 
daughter, who is to be married to Mr. Fish, of 
Chicago, in May. I told the officer that they 
were intended for her. He asked me if there 
was anything eise in the trunk. I requested 
him to look through it; that it contained, in ad- 


dition to tne dresses, a number of 
parcels which had been intrusted to 
m care for delivery to friends in 


Chicago and Milwaukee,—presents from fathers 
and mothers to children, and friends to friends. 
The officer, without any further questioning, 
closed the truak, and I proceeded to the hotel 
with my wife and the bagvage. 

“Shortly after reaching the hotel, a gentle- 
man claiming to be a customs officer asked for 
the baggage and insisted upon making an ex- 
amination. The result was that be found the 
dresses and packages, and said they were dutia- 
bie, and he, as an officer, seized them. I remon- 
strated, and told bim that the customs officer on 
the dock had examined the trunk and passed the 
articles. He said that that officer had no busi- 
ness to pass such things. The trunks were taken 
away by bim, and | immediately sought a law 
yer friend of mine. Thinking that. possibly, I 
might have been the vietim of a confidence 
game, we drove to the Police Headquarters, 
where we could get no definit information in 
regard to the man, although he was known to 
have been on the dock when the trunks were 
opened. Finally we drove to tne Custom- House. 
and, froma watchman stationed there, learned 
that the trunks had actually been sent down and 
deposited. This satistied me, ana I returned to 
the hotel. On the following day my lawyer saw 
the Collector of Customs and had one of 
the trunks promptly returned. The other re- 
mains in charge of the authorities, but I pre- 
sume it will be returned also. Ido not reali 
knew, however, whether all the contents will 
be restored. Ishouid judge not from the fact 
that the schedule of the goods seized, a copy of 
which I secured at the Custom- House. does pot 
name a number of articies that I brought with 
me. Some of them are very fine, and valuable 
to those for whom they were intended. I pro- 
pose, by the aid of my lawyer, to have every- 
thing returned, if sucha thing can be accom- 
plished. My impression is that some of 
the articles have been spirited away 
by the officials because of their beauty. 
The story furnished to the news aper 
reporters by the detective, as he proved to — to 
the effect that I had asked bim his price, is a lie 
out of whole cloth. I had no occasion to do any- 
thing of the kind after the trunks had passed on 
the dock. Besides, I was prepared to pay the 
duty if the goods were found to be dutiable. 
There was no attempt on my part to secrete 
anything. Everything I brought with me was 
in plain sight in those trunks.” 

r. Leopold considered the treatment he re- 
ceived an outrage. He also said that this was 
the first time in his business life that any charge 
of attempied dishonesty had been — 
12 2 — at the imputation.

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FORT SUMTER. 


Twentieth Anniversary of Its Sur- 
render to the Rebels. 


A Graphic Description of the Event by 
One Who Was There. 


Indorsement of the Proposed Plan for 
a Memorial Hall. 


The Veteran Union League of Chicago com- 
memoruted at the Grand Pacific Tuesday even- 
ing the twentieth anniversary of the firing on 
Fort Sumter, and the exervises were thoroughly 
enjoyed by the 200 old soldiers and their friends 
who were not kept uway by the bad weather. 

The first thing on the program was a drum 
solo by Maj. Nevins,—an imitation of the battle 
at Lookout Mountain,—which ‘he played. of 
course, in splengid style. 

America was then sung by the Frank Lum- 
bard quartet. “The Old Camp Ground! was 
given as an encore. 

Letters of regret were read from Senator 
Logan, Leonard Swett, Gen. A. C. Ducat, State’s- 
Attorney Mills. and Bishop Fallows. 

Col. Scribner next introduced Capt. E. W. 
Shelbver, who was in Fort Sumter when it was 
first tired on, and remained there during the 
siege, he being First Sergeant of Battery E, 
First United States Artillery. The Captain read 
the following paper: 

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: Being informed 
that the Veteran Union League of Chicago was 
to have a reunion on the l2th of April, 1881. the 
twentieth anniversary of the siege of Fort Sum- 
ter, and that it would be a matter of interest to 
some to hear from the lips of an eye-witness a 


condensed history of that siege, the news of 
which on the 12th of April, 1861, so intensely 


aroused the patriotic feelings of the whole 
North, and baving been at that time Firat Ser- 
geant of Battery E. First United States Artilie- 
ry, one of the companies engaged on that mem- 
orable day, | have gladly consented to do what 
lies in my power to add my mite to your enter- 
tainment by giving you, from notes then taken, 
u short account of this occurence; but I must 
beg you to remember that addressing an au- 
dience like this is not in my line, and in that re- 
spect I am not odd trom other soldiers, most of 
whom were good actors but poor talkers. 
TWENTY YEARS AGO TO-DAY,— 

and I am surprised that | should be able to 
stand here to-night and say it,—the whole North, 
and, for that matter, the civilized worid, was 
electrified by the news trom Fort Sumter. How 
did it affect you that are hereto-night,—can you 
recollect? A small body of your soldiers, of 
whom then you knew very little, were caught in 
a trap, seemingly forsaken by Government 
and country, and engaged in a deadly 
struggie with a vindictive, determined enemy 
in overwheiming numbers. Weakened by hun- 
ger and constant duty, Sick at heurt, shut out 
for months from the outside world, no encour- 
agement trom anywhere but what our own 
sense of the duty before us gave, it will not sur- 
prise any one to hear that such rough work as 
we met there was actualiy welcome because of 
the end that was so near one way or the other. 
You may ask to-night what bas become of these 
men; call the roll, and the answer in nine cases 
out of ten will be—“dead.”” Outofa list of ten 
olficers there is, | believe, only one to answer 
„Here!“ and he will not do so long. 

Not until we arrived in New York harbor did 
we become aware how much our people 
were stirred up by the occurrence in Charles- 
ton harbor and the intense feeling awakened by 
it in young and ola. The young now can bardly 
be made to understand the depth of feeling 
aroused then. Iwo millions of wen sprang up 
and went to the front, shouting the battle-cry 
of freedom, and “We are coming, Father 
Abraham, 300,000 more.“ After-events have ob- 
scured the deeds of the littie band at Fort 
Sumter, but it will nevertheless remain a fact 
that when every plank seemed to fall away from 
the ship that crew, with the flag nailed on the 
ramparts, fought until it could fight no longer, 
and I can assure you it was not for pay, neither 
have we asked nor received any reward but 
that which we have in knowing that we ‘did 
our ~ aad as well as our circumstances per- 
mitted. 

it is a matter of history that the leaders of the 
Rebellion attacked the fort knowing it must fall, 
and by its fall fire the Southern heart. Is it not 
true that it also fired the heart of the 
North with a fire that was not quenched until 
Appomattox, and so, if we did not do more, did 
we not do well? Iwill now proceed to read from 
my notes such extracts as will be necessary to 
give a history of the siege of Fort Sumter. 

The force which was stationed at Fort Moul- 
trie consisted of two small companies of the 
First United States Artillery and the regimental 
band, the total being seventy-six. The officers 
were Col. Gardener, Capts. Doubleday, Sevmour, 
and Foster, Lieuts. Talbot, Davis, Snyder, 
Meade, and Hall, Dr. Crawford, and, later, Maj. 
Anderson. This command had been in Florida 
since 1856, and, after the surrender of the Semi- 
noles in 185%, had been ordered to Moultrie as 
the garrison of Charleston harbor. The yellow- 
fever epidemic of that year carried off a large 
number of the men, and care was taken by 
Floyd not to fill the companies to their max- 
imum strength. The men were, however, all 
old soldiers, had seen a good deal of frontier 
service, and were in many ways a superior body, 
under strict discipline and well-drilled, and I 
think it can be safely said that they were trust- 
worthy, and stood firm by the flag of their coun- 
try when in its utmost need, and that their stand 
at that time aroused the tire of patriotism in 
the hearts of the people of the United States 
when it was being betrayed and deserted by 
numbers of its officers and others. Early in 1860 
a number of the men were approached by

to seduce them from their allegiance by prom- 
ises of money and promotion in tne army of the 
Confederacy to be established, but not aman 
was found in this command, nor do 1 
know of. an instance in the whole army that 
aman was led away from his flag. Not 80 
with the officers; they left en masse. 

For mouths before the actual outbreak of hos- 
tilities bad feeling existed between us and the 
peopie of Charleston, and little love was lost be- 
tween us, 

Fort Moultrie is located on Sullivan's Island, 
and is weil known for its beroic defense against 
the British fleet in the early days of the history 
of this country. and is surrounded by quite a 
large village, a popular summer resort of the 
wealthy citizens of Charleston. It was only a 
sea-coast fortification, and not built to resist the 
attack of a land force, having no provisions to 
cover its flanks by an enfilading tire. Originally 
on the brink of the harbor, the action of the tides 
had added several hundred vards of sandy 
beach to the sea front, and the winds had drifted 
banks of sand to such a hight around it that, 
standing on. the — of them, one could 
look down on the parade-ground inside the fort. 
The armament consisted mostly of 32 and 42 
pound smooth-bore guns, with a few inen Co- 
lumbiads, all mounted en barbette, and entirely 
exposing the crews. The walls were cracked 
and broken in many places, and every nook and 
corner us tamiliar to the people of South Caro- 
lina as their own houses. Jo properiy defend it 
in that condition WJ) men were required, our 
little command hardly bemg sufficient to guard 
it. When it became evident that there was 
trouble abead, steps were taken to place the 
fort in a more tenable condition. Two bas- 
tions were built at the opposit angies of the sea 
front and armed with - pound howitzers fer the 
purpose of enfilading the faces of the walls; the 
sand was dug away from the wails, formed into 
giacis, and thickly planted with a network of 
torpedo shells connected together by wires in 
all directions, saudbag traverses and screens 
raised on the parapets to protect the guns and 
crews, and every effort made to place the fort 
in a better condition for defense. After this 
work was begun Maj. Anderson arrived and 
took command of Charleston harbor. 

The new commander made a requisition upon 
Floyd for recruits and supplies, but failed to get 
the formerand not much of the latter. Luxuries 
were only to be obtained by going to Charleston 
for them, and as the people there hated us most 
cordially, and the mob did not scruple to attack 
the men whenever they showed themselves, we 
had to get along without a number of things 
from necessity. Our evening parades and the 
concerts of our band, which had been largely 
patronized by the fashionable society of Charies- 
ton, were entirely deserted, and the flirting 
grounds in front of the fort on the beautiful 
beach were only occupied by ourselves. 

Looking at the map of Charleston harbor, you 
perceive at the mouth of Ashley River, in close 
proximity to the city, a small island upon which 
stands another of the defenses built fur the pro- 
tection of the harbor, Castle Pinckney. This fort. 
in the opinion of military men, is located too 
close to the city for its defense, but for the pur- 
pose of controlling it it is admirably situated, 


us every part of the town can be reached 
by shot and Sheil from the fort. Tt 
was well supplied with heavy guns, 


and in the bands of a trusty garrison and a com- 
mander with nerve could at that time have dic- 
tated terms tothe city, the breeding place of 
the Rebeilion. It was not made use ot. however, 
being left in charge of only an Ordnance Ser- 
geantand his daughter. sbortiy after our re- 
moval to Sumter, Castle Pinckney was stormed 
by two companies of Charieston troops in full 
uniform, and the Sergeant and his little daugb- 
ter, Katie, captured, the latter crying bitterly. 
and, when asked why, telling them it was be- 
cause they put their old rag on the flag-staff in 
place of the Stars and Stripes. She did not like 
the rattiesnake. [Applause.] 

_Opposit to and about 2.000 yards distant from 
Fort Moultrie stood Fort Sumter. This fort, 
which was a pentagon, was built on an artiticial 
island, made of rocks brought in vesseis from 
the quarries of New England. of red brick; had 
two tiers of casemates, and a rampart with par- 
apet for batteries of guns mounted en barbette. 
At the south, or gure side, were located enor- 
mous barracks for officera aud men, built of 
ligbt material, wooden beams and floors, the up- 
per stories and roofs projecting above the walls 
of the fort. Nothing was completed except the 
lower tier of casemuates, the 


entirely open, and filled afterwards with loose 

bricks, barreis, and ~bags, which were in a 

few minutes knocked out a by shot and 

shell. The parade-grou was filled with 

buts and building — No guns were 
our 
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good den ania ian — 4 er in the 
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wine. Capt. 2 the Engineers, who 

had been sent by Fioyd to put the fort at once in 

condition, when, as is now well known, it 

was to be turned over to the Confederacy, was 


at this time at work upon it with a large force 


of men, Dut there was so much to be donc, and 
matters were 80 much bastened b 
renoval to Sumter, that but little had been 
done towards its compietion. Towards the 
south of Sumter is St. Andrew's Island, which 
stret in a westerly direction towards 
Charleston, continuing past which it forms the 
southern bank of Cooper River, the city being 
on.a point of land between two rivers. 

By December, 1860, it became apparent that 
we would soon be called upon to fight for the 
possession of Fort Moultrie, and it was our 
opinion that, as matters 8 our chances of 
final success were as good at Fort Moultrie as 
anywhere else. One thing is certain: if we had 
received the Rebel attack there, the killed and 
wounded could have been easily counted. 

At 8:30 P- m. Dec. 26, 1860, orders were issued 
toform the command and embark in twenty 
minutes, to evacuate Fort Moultrie and proceed 
to Sumter. 


THIS ORDER WAS A COMPLETE SURPRISE, 
but nevertheless at the expiration of that time, 
witb only what could be carried on our backs, we 
embarked. Company E in advance in barges and 
whaleboats, and started across the harbor. The 
patrol-boats of the enemy were numerous and 
vigilant, but the movement being so entirely un- 
expected was successful, and the whole command 
arrived at Sumter safely, where a strong guard 
was mounted, but no lights shown, 80 as to de- 
ceive the enemy to the last, and give a good op- 
portunity for the destruction of gun, carriages, 
eto, by a detail of men at Fort Moultrie. This 
was safely done, and these men, and also a 
schooner-load of supplies, reached Sumter 


safely. The garrison next morning raised 
the tag over the fort and com- 
menced mounting guns and closing up 


the second tier of casemates, which were en- 
tirely oben. Great caution was exercised by the 
enemy in entgring Fort Moultrie, as it was by 
them supposed to be mined ready to biow up. 
They at once commenced to strengthen the 
fort with large bodies of men, and by great 
labor managed to place it in a short time in a 
better condition than it had been with us, as 
by their large bodies of slaves and the property 
stolen from tbe United States they were readily 
able todo. Batteries sprang up in every direc- 
tion like musbrooms, and their troops, in daily 
increasing numbers, could be plainly seen being 
drilied. At Fort Sumter the work of mounting 
guns also went on. 

The southern or main channel runs directly 
past this fort, and is completely commanded by 
its guns, as, in fact, is the entire entrance to the 
barbor, so that it lay in the power of the com- 
mander of Fort Sumter to prevent any Bostile 
act which would endanger his position. Every 
point where batteries could be located within 
range could be commanded. No advantage, 
however, was taken of this. Every articie re- 
quired for the building and equipment of 
batteries, the guns, ammunition, provisions, 
and men were openly and without danger of in- 
terference carried past our guna, taken where 
wanted and everything put into first-class shape 
to drive us out whenever it suited them. For 
when these batteries were completed, Maj. An- 
derson was the commander of the harbor no 
longer, the command had passed to the enemy, 
On lees than half rations,raw pork, and hard- 
tack. no coffee, no comfort nor luxury, without 
inteiligence from anywhere except such as it 
suited the enemy to give us, and what that was 
muy be imagined, believing ourselves forsaken 
by the Government and people, almost believ- 
ing the North to be cowardly as represented by 
the Rebels, we may have well been excused for 
feeling very much depressedin spirits, which 
wus not improved by.the fact that we knew we 
bad no chance whatever of successful resist- 
ance. Still not amurmur was beard, and we 
livedin the hope of being finally able to use 
some powder and ball upon our enemies. As 
rations became scarce, and the enemy was well 
informed as to the exact amount we hadon 
hand, they would almost daily Come in steamers 
and barges, anchor close by the fort, and, 
musicians on board, proceed to dance, sing, 
and devour substantial lunches, and drink the 
health of the Yanks. This was considered a 
high -toued amusement, and not exactly pleas- 
ant for us, wno hadto tighten our waistbeits 
now and again to keep them from slipping off. 
Another of their pleasantries consisted in ob- 
taining the exact range from their batteries to 
Fort Sumter by practicing at it with shot and 
shell; on those occasions we suspended outside 
work and kept in the lower casemates. In pla- 
cing our guns in position, the heaviest and most 
serviceable were mounted on top of the rain- 
parts, where they were exposed to sucha direct 
and entilading fire that nuuman being could not 
have lived under, and therefore our best means 
of defense was useless; 42-pounder, smooth bore 
guns only, were placed if the secure casemates 
of the lower tier, but little damage could be 
done with these. 

Our only chance for relief came by the Star 
ofthe West. This steamer had been 

FITTED OUT TO RELIEVE US, 

with men and supplies, and no more opportune 
moment could have been selected than the ¥th 
of January, 1561, when she made her appeuar- 
auce. There was then only one battery located 
on Morris Island which could seriously molest 
her, and this was completely at the mercy of 
our guns, and could have been silenced in twenty 
minutes. This battery was manned by the 
Charleston Citadel Cadets, boys up to 2 years of 
age. On the morning of the date mentioned 
this steamer was reported coming into the har- 
bor, and every gun was immediately manned by 
their crews, in the expectation that we would 
surely protect our own. The steamer ap- 
proached rapidly until abreast of the rebel bat- 
ee A shot was fired at her, and then another 
and another. She did not relax her speed, 
but puffed on and raised the Stars and Stripes, 
upon which every gun in that battery opened 
fire upon ber. Our feelings were bard to describe. 
Maj. Anderson was yet asleep: he was awakened, 
and informed of the occurrence. When he ar- 
rived on the ramparts the steamer was close by, 
but had slackened her speed, and though she 
signaied the fort no answer was given, as no 
move could be made except by order of the 
commander. No order was given. The people 
on the Starof the West hauled down our flag; 
she turned about and left the harbor, and with 
her went our lust chance and hope. 

On the rd of April the Schooner Shannon, 
loaded with ice for Savannah, putinin distress, 
the Cuptain being entirely unawareof how mat- 
ters stood in this harbor. In this case, when fired 
on, he raised a United States fag almost as 
large as the schooner, for which Some twenty 
guns opened on him with solid shot and brought 
his flag into the water. He of course saw our 
flaw over Fort Sumter, but he found that that 
flag was no protection in that harbor. Through 
great pressure by the officersa staff officer was 
sent to the Governor of South Carolina to notify 
him hereafter no vessels would be permitted to 
pass Fort Sumter, in or out of the harbor, so in 
order to try what this order amounted to next 
day all the vessels that could float and take peo- 
ple on board were paraded about the harbor and 
were not molested by us. Weeks before 
the ith of April, 1861. every preparation 
for the attack on Fort Sumter had been 
completed, every eligible point bristled with 
batteries and swarmed with troops. Is there 
another instance on record in history of a fort 
being so surrounded and beset without a single 
effort being made to prevent it? An olticer of 
our own regiment (Lieut. Childs) commanded 
the ironclad battery at Cummings’ Point. 

from the Sth to the Wth of April numerous 
interviews took place between Maj. Anderson 
and Rebel staff officers looking to the surrender 
of the fort. The Major informed them that he 
could only bold out until the loth, as he would 
then be entirely without rations, and that if by 
that date he was not relieved by his Govern- 
ment he would evacuate the fort. The Gov- 
ernment bad sent the Star of the West with 
troops and supplies at the right time, but now it 
was too late, and we all Knew it, and the re- 
sponsibility did not rest upon the Government. 

Iu order to compel the doubtful States to fall 
in tine, it was decided by the enemy that Fort 
Sumter must be taken by force and a conflict 
forced upon us. 

Late on the evening of the lith of April, Maj. 
Audersou was notified that immediate surrender 
wes required ol bim, or fire would be opened 
upon the tort by daybreak of the I2th. 

As it was hardly practicable to surrender with- 
outa fight he returned a refusal, again stating 
that he could only bold out until the löth. 

The night of the lith to 12th was a beautiful 
one, warm and still, but very dark. None 
of us desired to sleep, and nearly all 
were in groups on the wharf in rear of 
the fort, conversing and watching the lights ap- 
pearing and disappearing about the Rebei bat- 
teries. 

DAYLIGHT HAD NOT QUITE APPEARED 
when conversation was inte pted by a flash 
and dull report from the dirécdon of St. Au- 
drew's Island. A ltarge shell, easily traced by 
its burning fuse, rose to an enormous hight 
above Fort Sumter, and exploded with a deafen- 
ing report to be beard all over the harbor. That 
was the first gun, and the signal for all that fol- 
lowed of misery and bioodshed for five years. 
This gun was tired by Edward Ruttin, a rich old 
wentieman of South Carolina, who cut his throat 
at the close of the War on account of its failure. 
No sooner had this sheil exploded than seventy- 
five pieces of the heaviest ordnance then in use 
opened simultaneously a tremendous fire upon 
the doomed fortress. No pen can describe the 
awful sublimity of what followed. The howling 
and screeching of solid shot and shell, the 
bursting of hundreds of ten and thirteen inch 
shells, and the fall of masses of bricks and 
masonry truly made us feel as though the in- 
habitants of the infernal region had been let 
loose for our destruction. Thanks to the target- 
practice they had enjoyed, not a sbot or shell 
was wasted by the enemy. The fuses of the 
shell were so accurately calculated that all 
either burst immedMtely over or inside of the 
fort, and the splinters searched every nook and 
corner, even in the casemates. The material 
placed in the openings of the second tier of 
casemates were knocked out in short order 
sending bricks, b is, and sand-bags flying in 
all directions. At daylight thousands of people 
could be plai seen collected on the point at 
Charieston iflensely watching 8,000 men with 
seventy-five guns trying to capture seventy-six 
half-starved men who could at no time effect- 
ively serve more than eight guns, and these old 
smooth bores, out of which we might as weil 
have thrown pilis. 

I was told by a Rebel soldier that they were 
nearly scared out of their wits in the first place 
by the noise of their own runs; and this is not to 
be wondered at. All day without intermission 
the firing went on. Repeatedly were the barracks 
set on fire, and as often extinguished. It be- 
came speedily apparent that nothing could long 
exist under such a te — pounding. The walls 
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same except that of dismounting his guns at 
Fort 


an steady fire. Mysel ten men 
had been the greater part of the th in charre 
of two guns facing Cumings’ Point iron-clad 


battery, which was equipped with three Blakely 
guns of great power. It was soon made plain to 
us that we should bave a hard time to hold our 
own, but we kept on until one of our guns was 
struck in the muzzle and disabled, the other's 
carriage broken and also disabled, and finally 
the whole crew knocked over by bricks and 
mortar, though no one was seriously hurt, when 
we had to abandon that spot and select some 
other guns at another point. Several batteries 
of nine-incbh Dablgren guns were unmasked on 
Sullivan's Island about W a.m. on the letn. 
These had been specially located to command our 
upper batteries, and they did it most effectually. 
Before night some large vessels were seen at the 
outside bar of the harbor, which afterwards 

roved to be a fleet of war-vessels, but although 
2 hud been intended to relieve us at last bya 
large force in launches, the project failed be- 
cause some one had at the last moment ordered 
the vessel which had all the launches aboard in 
some other direction, and so broken up the 
whole expedition. Nosleep this night. I tried 
it with some others on boards laid on a pile of 
bricks untila solid nine-inch shot came intothose 
bricks, and that settled it. No attempt was 
made by us to return the night fire; only shells 
could have done any barm, and we could fire 
none. The morning of the 13th, which was to be 
our last in Fort Sumter for a while, 
dawned dark with a high wind and a storm 
brewing. By 7 a. m. it came with thunder and 
lightning. This, with the fearful uproar of the 
bombardment, made it impossible to hear our 
own voices, and orders had to be spoken into 
the ear or given by signs. All hands went to 
work again with a good will, but we were all so 
badly used up in every way, by hunger and 
otherwise, that we were soon quite tired out 
At 10 it became clear again, and at 10:30

which brought the flag to the ground. Exultant 
elis of the sbrill kind that any soldiers of the 
ate War must be familiar with greeted this 
misfortune, but their joy was short-lived; ready 
hands fastened the flag to a spar; it was borne to 
the very top of the parapets and there securely 
fastened to a pile of carriage rails, and not until 
we were ordered to haul it down by Anderson 
did it come down again. Every gun that could 
be brought to bear had its fire concentrated 
upon that tag, and the men who were planting 
it had the bricks actually torn from under their 
feet, but no one was injured, and all returned 
safely to the casemates. At II a. m. the bar- 
racks were finally set on fire by asheil which 
lodged in a wooden beam of the second floor of 
the oflicers’ quarters, and no exertions on our 
part could prevent its spread, which it did very 
rapidly, and in less thantwenty minutes the whole 
immense mass of buildings were in flames, which 
by the wind were driven directly into the case- 
mates. Large quantities of loaded ten-inch 
shells were reached by the fire, and these, ex- 
ploding in masses, tore the walis and buildings 
in all directions, 80 that there was no safety any- 
where. The flames. red-hot air, and smoke at 
last became too much. Some jumped out of the 
portholes on the rocks facing Fort Moultrie, 
rather running the risk of shot and shells than 
that of being roasted alive; others lay flat on the 
ground covered with blankets soaked with 
water, which soon commenced to smoke, and 
but fora change of wind which brought the air 
into the portholes from the northwest we would 
bave all been destroyed. During all this time 
the enemy on seeing the fire and our cessation 
of firing our guns kept up atremendous tre 
more rapidly tban ever before. and it can be 
truly said that it rained shot and shell. Add to 
this the roaring of the flames, bursting of our own 
shells, and the falling of walls and towers, with 
the howling of a bigh wale, you can make your- 
self some idea of our state at this timo. To add 
to our distress two large fissures had opened by 
the intense heat intothe magazine in which 
were stored 60,000 pounds of powder, and the 
door 80 jammed bya shot that we could not 
for sometime get intocarry the kegs out and 
throw them into the bay. After a struggie the 
door was forced open and the powder safely 
brought out, and now we returned to our guns 
and ugain worked them as well as we could. 

It was 2 p. m. before the fire exhausted itself 
and we were enabled to exumine the extent of 
the damage. The whole rear wall was open and 
tottering, ready to fall, and in that direction 
everything stood open which it was impossible 
to close. 

About 3 p. m. 1 was directing a soldier to close 
a porthole facing towards Charleston, when we 
were surprised by the apprarance of a man's 
face on the outside. The soldier quickly 
reached out and took the man bythe collar, 
when be shouted out: »I am Senator Wiggfall, 
of Texas. Lcometo stop this bloodshed: take 
me to the Major; there has been blovdshed 
enough.” The soldier heiped him into the fort, 
saying. I don't see any blood here; and we 
turned him over to Lieut. J. C. Davis, by whom 
he was taken to Maj. Anderson, with whom— 
although Wiggfall, as it turned out, had no 
authority whatever to act—he agreed“on an 
evacuation of the fort. which was finally agreed 
to by Beauregard. 

The garrison next day fired a salute of 100 
guus, hauled down their flag, and proceeded in 
the steamer. Isabella to the United States 
steamer Baltic, on which they were 
taken to Fort Hamilton, New York Harbor. Of 
the ollicers, Doubleday, Seymour, Davis, Foster. 
Crawford, and Hall became Major-Generals of 
volunteers, the first named, | believe, being the 
only survivor. Anderson was made a Brigadier- 
General in the regular army, but, without doing 
any further service, went to Europe, where he 
died. Snyder Talbot and Meade both died curly 
in 6 or 83. As for those who were then in the 
ranks of the two companies, if they did obtain 
any rank it was through the'r own exertion and 
merit afterwards, for it is a fact that they were 
entirely overlooked in every way by the Goy- 
ernment. 

There was more music by the quartet.

WHEREAS, Twenty years ago to-day the first 
gun was fired which inaugurated the most tre- 
mendous internecine war for the preservatio 
of a National existence known in history: and 

WHEREAS, The City of Chicago promptly sent 
forth to the conflict many of ber best ana brav- 
est sons, who now sleep in unknowa graves; and 

WuHerReEAs, This great city, now the metropolis 
of the magnificent Northwest, owes a debt of 
gratitude to her nameless dead and to those who 
survived the conflict, as well as to that patriotic 
army who, at home, upheld the Government by 
faith in the God of batties, by prayers for their 
sons in the feild, and by an unbounded liberal- 
ity; and 

WHERBAS, Chicago owes to the future some 
permanent memorial worthy the great sacrifices 
of ber citizens in those years of trial, as the 
success of that War has preserved the 
unity of eur Nation, thereby rendering possible 
the development of the material resources of 
the great Northwest aud of this city. 
citizens appreciating these things must ack- 
nowledge the debt due to those by whose valor 
and patriotism the Nation has been so largely 
benefited, and be prompted to liberality in 
erecting some fitting memorial; therefore, be 
it 

Resolved, That we, the Veteran Union League 
of Chicago, hereby pledge ourselves to devote 


our tiine and our means, even. to 
the sacrifice of leas important duties, 
to the erection in Chicago of a Memorial 


Hall that shall be a permuvent monument and 
a safe and secure depository of the records and 
mementoes of those engaged in the great 
and in this Memorial Hall it is the 
purpose of the League to collect ail the facts 
possible to he obtained of use or benetit to the 
future bistorian that have reference to the citi- 
zens of the Northwest and their reiations to the 
ar. 

Resowed, That, while the Union Veternn 
League feel called onto take the initiative in 
this matter, we expect the cordial codperation 
and assistance of all the patriotic citizens of 
the Chicago of to-day. 

The resolutions were adopted, and, after 
Marching Through Georgia by the quartet, 
the meeting adjourned.
